The introduction of man-made 
fibers to the men’s wear industry 
has created sales by stimulating 
the imagination of the consumer 
but the value of the synthetics is 
being harmed by _ exaggerated 
claims, Isidore 8. Immerman, coun- 
se] and executive director of the 


| Associated Men's Wear Retailers 


of New York, declared recently. 


Mr. Immerman said it was not 
necessary to overstate the qualities 
of man-made fabrics in order to 
insure consumer acceptance. The 
virtues of man-made fabrics, he 
continued, should be directed into 
channels that lead only to where 
this sales force can become a 
stable and accepted feature of 
men’s apparel. 

“There are those in our industry 
who fail to recognize the import- 


jance of safe and sane promotion 


and have instead interjected a 
note of mysticism and an over- 
enthusiasm that reeks of improb- 
ability,” Mr. Immerman said.
